Acknowledgment is made of the receipt and entry of the amendment filed on November 4, 2004. Further acknowledgment is made of 
newly submitted Claims 18-45. However, Applicant is not fully responsive to the previous Office action dated July 2, 2004, wherein 
Claims 48-84 were pending; wherein Claims 68 and 69 were withdrawn from consideration; and, wherein Claims 48-67 and 70-84 
were examined on the merits, because Applicant has not argued the merits of the rejections set forth in the previous Office action. 
Moreover, in the response dated November 4, 2004, Applicant cancelled Claims 1-17 and submitted Claims 18-45. Applicant is 
reminded that the filing and acceptance of the Request for Continued Examination, on December 15, 2003, cancelled Claims 1-47 and 
entered Claims 48-84. Thus, the numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1. 126 which requires the original numbering 
of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. 
When new claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not).
